It was: declared that the German rep- 
resentatives were busy while the con- 
ference was marking time in formiulat- 
ing fresh 'proposals. 
Premier Lloyd George conferred yes- 


terday with admiral Sir David Beatty, 
commander of the fleet on the situation 
which would arise, should the allies de- 
cide to apply penalties to Germany. Au- 
thoritative information was claimed by 
the Daily Sketch that in case a block- 
ade both the North Sea and the Baltic 
would be the scenes of a naval demon- 
stration and that Great Britain,, in con- 
cert with France, has made all prepara- 
tions to establish a naval cordon along 
the German coast. 
Some newspapers 
here today made the point that if Ger- 
many expects "crumbs of comfort" from 
President Harding's inaugural address, 
she was disillusioned. 
During the next few days members of

Berlin,

5.—Germany's ' eco- 


nomic life will be seriously affected by 
the measures the allies, threaten to 
take if the government does not agree 
to the terms laid down by the supreme 
council in Paris, but they cannot pre- 
vent the government from refusing to 
sign obligations which cannot be ful- 
filled.
